BACK 

With No 41/2 mm needles, cast on 63 [69] sts. 

Work 6 rows in moss stitch (every row * K1 , PI ; rep 
from * to last st, K1 ). 

Work lace patt as follows: 1st row — K. 2nd row — K1 , 
P to last St, K1 . 3rd row — * K1 , yfwd, K2tog; rep from 

* to end. 4th row — f\% 2nd. 5th and 6th rows — ks 1 st 
and 2nd. 7th row — K3, * yfwd, K2tog, K1 ; rep from 

* to ehd. 8th to 10th row — ^As 4th to 6th. 

11th row— K2, * yfwd, K2tog, K1 ; rep from * to last st, 
K1 . 12th row — ^As 2nd. 



Pair each Nos 3V4 mm, 3% mm and 4V2 mm Milward 
needles. Needle sizes quoted are Metric: equivalent 
UK sizes are No 1 0 for S’A mm. No 9 for 3% mm and 
No 7 for4V2 mm. 

3 buttons for Matinee Coat. Length of ribbon for 
Bonnet. 

Tension 

On No 4V2 mm needles, 21 sts and 28 rows to 1 0 cm 
(stocking stitch). 

On No 3% mm needles, 23 sts and 31 rows to 1 0 cm 
(stocking stitch).

These 1 2 rows form patt. 

Rep these 1 2 rows once more. 

Work a further 4 [1 0] rows in patt. 

Shape raglans as follows: 1st row — Cast off 2 [3] sts, 
work to end. 2nd row — Cast off 2 [3] sts, P to last st, 
K1 . 3rd row — K1 , K2togtbl, work to last 3 sts, K2tog, 

K1 . 4th row — K1 , P to last st, K1 . 

Rep 3rd and 4th rows 2 [3] times more. 

Next row — As 3rd. 

Leave remaining 51 [53] sts on a length of yarn. 

SLEEVES 

With No 41/2 mm needles, cast on 27 [29] sts. 

1st row — * PI , keeping yarn at front of needle sLI P; 
rep from* to last st, PI. 
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2nd row — P. 3rd row — * PI , K1 ; rep from * to last st, 
PI 4th row — P, 5th to 8th row— As 1 st to 4th. 

9th row— As 1 st. 10th row— P3 [2], * inc in next st 
purlways, P3; rep from * to last 4 [3] sts, inc in next st, 
P to end (33 [36] sts). 

Work rows 3 to 6 of patt as on Back. 

Continue in patt to match Back inc 1 st at each end of 
next and every following 1 0th [8th] row until there are 
37 [42] sts, taking inc sts into patt. 

Continue on these sts until work measures 1 3 [1 5] cm, 
ending with a 4th [1 0th] row of patt. 

Shape raglans as on Back until 25 [26] sts remain. 
Leave these sts on a length of yarn. 

RIGHT FRONT 

With No 4V2 mm needles, cast on 33 [35] sts. 

Work 6 rows in moss stitch inc 1 st at beg of last row 
0 n 2nd size (33 [361 sts ) . 

Work in lace patt with border as follows; 

1st row — (K1 , Pi ) twice, K to end. 2nd row— K1 , P to 
last 5 sts, (K1 , PI ) twice, K1 . 3rd row— (K1 , PI ) twice, 
* K1 , yfwd, K2tog; rep from * to last 2 sts, K2. 

4th row — ^As 2nd. 5th and 6th rows — As 1 st and 2nd. 
7th row — (K1, Pi ) twice, K2, * K1, yfwd, K2tog; rep 
from * to end. 8th to 10th row — As 4th to 6th. 

11th row— (K1, Pi ) twice, K2, * yfwd, K2tog, K1; rep 
from * to end. 12th row— As 2nd. 

Rep these 1 2 rows once more. 

Work a further 5 [1 1 ] rows in patt. 

Shape raglan as follows: 1st row — Cast off 2 [3] sts, 

P to last 5 sts, (K1 , PI ) twice, K1 . 2nd row— Work to 
last 3 sts, K2tog, K1 . 3rd row — K1 , P to last 5 sts, (K1 , 
PI ) twice, K1 . Rep last 2 rows 2 [3] times more. 

Next row— (K1, PI [twice, K1, * K2tog, K3[5]; rep 
from * to last 3 sts, K2tog, K1 (23 [25] sts). 

Leave these sts on a length of yarn. 



LEFT FRONT 

With No 4'/2 mm needles, cast on 33 [35] sts. 

Work 6 rows in moss stitch inc 1 st at end of last row 
on 2nd size (33 [36] sts). 

Work lace patt with border as follows: 1st row — K to 

last 4 sts, (PI , K1 ) twice. 2nd row — (K1 , PI ) twice, 

K1 , P to last st, K1 . 3rd row — K2, * K1 , ytwd, K2tog; 
rep from * to last 4 sts, (Pi , K1 twice. 4th row— As 
2nd. 5th and 6th rows — ^As 1 st and 2nd. 7th 
row— K2, * yfwd, K2tog, K1 ; rep from * to last 4 sts, 
(PI , K1 ) twice. 8th to 10th row — ^As 4th to 6th. 

11th row — * K1, yfwd, K2tog; rep from * to last 6 sts, 
K2, (Pi , K1 ) twice. 12th row — ^As 2nd. 

Rep these 1 2 rows once more. 

Work a further 4 [1 0] rows in patt. 

Shape raglan as follows: 1st row— Cast off 2 [3] sts, 
work to last 4 sts, (Pi , K1 ) twice. 2nd row — (K1 , PI ) 
twice, K1 , P to last st, K1 . 3rd row— K1 , K2togtbl, 
work to last 4 sts, (PI , K1 ) twice. 



Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 2 [3] times more, then 2nd row 
again. 



Next row — K1 , K2togtbl, * K3 [5], K2tog; rep from * to 
last 5 sts, (K1 , PI ) twice, K1 (23 [25] sts). 



Next row — (K1 , PI ) twice, K1 , P to end. 



Slip a group of sleeve sts on to spare needle, then 
using needle holding sts of left front with wrong side 
of work facing, P across these sts, P across sts of back 
and second sleeve, finally P across sts of right front to 
last 5 sts, (K1, PI [twice, K1 (147 [155] sts). 



Work yoke as follows: 1st row — K1 , * PI , keeping 
yarn at front of needle sLI P; rep from * to last 2 sts, 

PI , K1 . 2nd row — K1 , P to last st, K1 . 3rd 

row — (Buttonhole row), K1, P2tog, yrn, * PI, K1; rep 

from * to end. 4th row — ^As 2nd. 5th row — As 1 st. 

6th row— (K1 , PI ) twice, K1 , P5 [2], (P2tog, P3, 

P2tog, P4) 12 [13] times, (K1, PI [twice, K1 (123 [129] 
sts). 7th row — (K1 , Pi ) twice, K to last 4 sts, (PI , K1 ) 
twice. 8th row — (K1 , PI ) twice, K1 , P to last 5 sts, 

(K1 , Pi ) twice, K1 . 9th row — As 7th. 10th row — (K1 , 
PI [twice, K1, P2[6], (P2tog, P3) 22 times. Pi [3], (K1, 
PI [twice, K1 (101 [107] sts). 11th to 15th row — ^As 
1 st to 5th. 16th row — (K1 , Pi ) twice, K1 , (PI , P2tog) 
29 [31 ] times, P4, (K1 , PI ) twice, K1 (72 [76] sts). 

17th to 19th row— As 7th to 9th. 20th row— (K1 , PI ) 
twice, K1, P3[2], * (P2tog) twice. Pi; rep from * to 
last 9 sts, P2tog, P2, (K1 , PI ) twice, K1 (49 [51 ] sts). 



21st to 23rd row — ^As 1 st to 3rd. 
Change to No 3% mm needles. 

24th and 25th rows — ^As 4th and 5th. 
Cast off in moss stitch. 



TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Join armhole searris, then join side and sleeve seams. 
Sew on buttons. 



Bonnet 

With No AVz mm needles, cast on 53 [59] sts. 

Work rows 1 to 9 as on Sleeve of Coat- 

Next row — P. 

Work in lace patt with moss stitch borders as follows: 
1st row — K1 , PI , K to last 2 sts. Pi , K1 . 2nd row — K1 , 
PI , K1 , P to last 3 sts, K1 , PI , K1 . 3rd row— K1 , PI , 

K2, * yfwd, K2tog, K1 ; rep from * to last 4 sts, K2, Pi , 
K1 . 4th row — ^As 2nd. 5th and 6th rows — ^As 1 st and 
2nd. 7th row — K1, PI, * K1, yfwd, K2tog; rep from 
* to last 3 sts, K1 , PI , K1 . 8th to 10th row— As 4th to 
6th. 11th row— K1, PI, K3, * yfwd, K2tog, K1; rep 
from * to last 3 sts, K1, Pi, K1 . 12th row— As 2nd. 

Work 1 4 [1 7] rows more in patt. 

2nd size 

Next row — (K1 , PI ) twice, (P2tog, P8) 5 times, P2tog, 
K1, PI, K1 (53 sts). 

Both sizes 

Shape crown as follows: 1st and 2nd rows—* K1 , 

PI ; rep from * to last st, K1 . 3rd row — (Moss stitch 6,

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sLI , K2tog, psso, moss stitch 1 0, P3tog, moss stitch 
4) twice, K1 (45 sts). 4th and every alt row — In moss 
stitch. 

5th row — (Moss stitch 5, P3tog, moss stitch 8, sLI , 
K2tog, psso, moss stitch 3) twice, K1 (37 sts). 

7th row — (Moss stitch 4, sLI , K2tog, psso, moss 
stitch 6, P3tog, moss stitch 2) twice, K1 (29 sts). 

9th row — (Moss stitch 3, P3tog, moss stitch 4, sLI , 
K2tog, psso, PI ) twice, K1 (21 sts). 11th row — (K1, 

Pi, sLI, K2tog, psso, PI, K1, P3tog) twice, K1 (13 sts). 

Break yarn, thread through remaining sts and fasten 
off securely. 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Join crown and a further 1 cm. 

Cut ribbon in half and stitch to each side. 

Bootees (two sizes) 

Note: To obtain the larger size use one size larger 
needle. 

With No 3% mm needles, cast on 25 sts. 

Work rows 1 to 4 as on Sleeve of Coat once, then 1 st 
row again. 

Next row — P2tog, P to end (24 sts). 

Work rows 1 to 1 2 of patt as on Back of Coat, then 
rows 1 to 4 again. -- _ _ 

Next row — K1 6, turn. Next row — K1 , P6, K1 . 

Work 1 0 rows in stocking stitch on these 8 sts. Break 
yarn. 

With right side of work facing and starting where sts 
were left, knit up 9 sts along side of instep, K across 8 



sts on needle, kbit up 1 0 sts from other side of instep, 

K8 (43 sts). I ^ 

Work 9 row in moss stitch. “ 

Shape foot as follows: 

1st row— K1, K2tog, (PI, K1 ) 8 times, P2tog, K1, - 

P2tog, (K1 , Pi ) 8 times, K2tog, K1 . 

2nd row — K2, * PI , K1 ; rep from * to last st, K1 . 3 

3rd row— K1 , P2tog, (K1 , Pi ) 7 times, K2tog, K1 , 

K2tog, (Pi, K1 ) 7 times, P2tog, K1 . 4th row — * K1, 

PI ; rep from * to last st, K1 . 1 

Cast off in moss stitch. 



TO MAKE UP ,, 

Do not press. 

Join seams. 

Using 2 lengths of yarn 1 01 cm long, make a twisted 
cord and thread through holes at ankle. 

Attach a small tassel to each end of cord. 



Instructions for making a simple yarn cord: Get a 

friend to help and measure off required lengths of 
yarn. Knot ends together, insert pencil at each end of 
front of knot between lengths of yarn. Facing each 
other and holding yarn together between thumb and 
finger in front of knot, turn pencil clockwise. Continue 
until strands are tightly twisted, then bring pencils 
together and allow cord to twist. Remove pencils and 
knot ends.
